reeponeiblllty of the position and 
having this realization I may 
frankly add, that the nomination waa 
extremely gratifying to me, not in a 
personal sense merely, but more 
particularly becausoof the opportunity 
Offered me of representing my country 
in such a manner as I hoped Blight be 
satisfactory to the American people 
and creditable t» the administration. 

The charge was that I received the 
appointment in return for a contribu- 
tion of »0,UU0 to the detnocrntic national 
campaign fund. While my nomination, 
was pending in the senate it did not 
i-ecru fitting and proper for me to offer 
tniwo than an explicit doniaL I wae 
aware that, aa an interested party, my 
statement would have little effect be- 
yond the limits of my pensonul ac 
rjoalntaDCO. Xow. howewer, when my' 
action can not be fairly attributed to 
purely eelflah motive*, it teems to mo 
that a repetition of that denial, which 
1 made without qualification, should 
be sufficient for any honorable man. 
1 have never denied, and do not now 
deny, that I •contrilmted to the cam- 
paign fund — not 150,000, but yet a con-

I do not think that 1 could 
now remove this impression from the 
minds of many rifj-ht minded and 
thoughtful people whose judgment, T 
frankly admit, may jKissibly be correct 
At all events it is clear that I find 
myself in a false position with refer- 
ence to this office and appointment
